‘Dew Nouru ATLANWNTIC Te_ecraru Exrepirions.— 
It will be remembered that her Majesty's ship Bulldog, 
under the command of Sir Leopold M Clintock, 
left England for the purpose of examining the depths 
of the sea between the various stations on the pro- 
posed route. The depths from his careful examina- 
tion have proved altogether more favourable for 
the laying of a cable than those on which the 
former American cable was successfully sub- 
merged, the water being 400 fathoms less in its deep- 
est parts. The Bulldog left the north of Scotland on 
the ist of July for the Faroe Islands, taking soundings 
about midway, where according to the charts the depth 
was 680 fathoms, but finding soundings readily in 254 
fathoms with a favourable bottom, a depth in which 
the laying of almost any kind of cable would be a matter 
of certainty. The Bulldog, after visiting several places 
among the wild and beautiful islands of the Faroe group, 
sounded across to Ingoishofdi, in Iceland. In this sec 
tion of the route no difficulties were experienced, the 
average depth being under three hundred fathoms, and 
the bottom being mostly of a favourable character. 
Sir Leopold M‘Clintock subsequently visited and 
examined Faxe Bay, on the north-west coast of Ice- 
land, which, notwithstanding the popular beef to 
the contrary, is as free from ice and icebergs as 
the shores of the Isle of Wight. From Iceland to 


r aval 


land Sea, the soundings were, as had been expected, 
found by the Bulldog to be deeper than on the 
Iceland and Faroe section of the route, but still the 
greatest depth, was far less (nearly nine hundred 
fathome) than the deepest portions of the direct 
route. It isa remarkable fact, as showing the erroneous 
impressions which have prevailed even among scientific 
men respecting this region, that no ice was found away 
from the shore where the charts of Manby and Scoresby 
represent the sea as impenetrably covered with it. 
The examination of Hamilton Inlet made by Sir 
Leopold was necessarily a hurried and imperfect one, but 
very little ice was seen on the Labrador coast. Ou the re- 
turn voyage a second series of soundings were carried 
from Hamilton Inlet to South Greenland, where the Bull- 
dow anchored, in J ulianshaab, on the 29th of Septem ber. 
The return soundings of Sir F. L. M’Clintock were of 
a-peculiarly interesting Character in a scientific point of 
view, inasmuch as they set at rest the long -dis puted 
question of the existence of animal life at great depths 
in the ocean, Several starfish were brought up from 
the depth of 1,260 fathoms, which had become entangled 
with the lower portions of the line, which had lain upon 
fhe bottom.—London Times,

WINTER SHOW.

the show of poultry. So large has been the number of 
entries for this section that, although the judges com- 
menced their adjudication early yesterday, they had 
uot finished their labours at a late hour last night. 
A collection so varied and excellent has never been wit- 
nessed before in Ireland—not even at the shows of the 


not surpass, many of the great poultry shows occasion. 
ally held in England. To give merely the total number 
of entries would convey but a very faint idea of the 
great value of the section to all who delight in seeing or 
possessing really good poultry, and with the exception 
of a very few lots sent forward from a distance of sixty 
to eighty miles, the district comprised within the 
society’s operations can fairly claim the credit of the 
show. In some of the classes there are sixteen to 
eighteeu competitors, and in none has the prize been 
obtained without a struggle.

The prizes for turkeys and geese 
have not yet been awarded, so that it is more ju- 
dicious to defer any ce to them 
for the present, beyond saying that they were, taken 
altogether, very creditable to the exhibitors. The 
ducks are included under the two denominations of 
Aylesbury and Rouen. The largest and handsomest 
Aylesbury duck and drake were exhibited by William 
Charley, sq,, Seymour Hill, but they did not obtain a 
prize, in consequence, we understand, of the jadges’ 
opinion that they were not of pure breed. These who 
visited the pigeon show, lately held in the Wel- 
lington „ Belfast, were not ted in the 
section of the winter show devoted to birds of that 
description. There are pouters, nuns, fantails, tumblers, 
jacobins, carriers, and barbs in abundance, most of the 
lots of great beauty of shape and feather.
